FAILURE OF COMMITTEE ON RULES 


Zo Makea Report Leaves Business in a 
Chaotic Condition—President Chand- 
ler’s Future Residence. 


Wasuinaron, Jannary 1.—{[Special.j—The 
friends of the international copyright bill are 
making a great effort to secure consideration 
for the measure by the house this session, but 
their chances of success seem slim. There is 
Considerable opposition to the bill, but searcely

. @tances. They believe that if they could get 
a day fixed for’ its Sconssideration, they could 
it. But they have almost despaired of 

this. The trouble is with the committee on 
Tules. That committee still declines to hold a 
meeting. The chairman of the various com- 
mittees having important bills on the calendar 

. 0 which there is no objection, have been 

@oing all they could to induce the speaker 
tocall a meeting of the cemmittee to arrange 

_ the order of business for the house. There is 

@n urgent necessity for such arrangement. In 
fact it will be impossible to dispose of any of 
these meassures unless some order of business 
is agreed upon. The members, have, however, 
about given up the hope of getting a mecting 
of the committee. Mr. Carlisle and Mr. Mills 
aie still afraid of the pension bills, and doubt 
their ability to control the house if they once 
let it loose from the presen’ tie-up. Besides 
the pension bills there are some that 
take money from the treasury and 
otherwise objectionable for other veasons, 
that they are afraid of. This kept them from 
meeting during all the latter part of last ses- 
sion. After the election it was thought they 

- would meet, but the manner in which the 
© position has been received indicates that there 
' ‘will be no order of business‘arranged for this 

session. This will practically cut off all but 
privileged measures. 

The New York Hoefald of today publishes a 
story from here to the effect that immediately 
after the 4th of March the president and Mrs. 
Cleveland will yisit Buffalo for a few weeks, 
and then return to Georgetown Heights, where 
they will takea house for a permanent resi- 
dence. It adds that Oakview is for sale, and 

has already been placed in the hands of a real 

estate agent, who is quietly looking for a pur- 

chaser. Thestory was shown Colonel Lamont, 

the president’s private secretary, this morning, 

and he, as usual, denied that there is a word 

of truth in it. ‘Therefore, the story is 

believed to be true, for it is on record that 

almost nine-lenths of the stories that Lamont 

has denied since he has been at the white

~ that Oakview will be sold after the 4th of 
- March, but it is understood the president has 
shot yet definitely decided where he ‘vill per- 
manently reside after the expiration ofhis term 
of oitice.

PRESIDEN T’S RECEPTION. 
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: Fine Weather and an Immense Throng of 
People—Distinguished People Present, 
WASHINGTON, January 1.—The white house 
has seldom, if ever, presented a more brillant 
spectacie than it did today on _the occasion of 
the president’s New Year’s reception. Special 
pains had been taken with decorations, and 
-° the beautiful suite of parlors, where the re- 
 eption was held, never appeared to better ad- 
' wantage. There was a profusion of flowers 
and plants, and they were distributed with 
charming effect. The choicest flowers were 
placed in the blue parlor, where the receiving 
party stood, but the most claborate floral deco- 
rations were in the east room, where visitofs 
spent a few minutes in social conversation 
after having paid their respects. The mantels 
were banked with bricnt hued flowers, end 
festocns of grasses and ferns were suspended 
from the large chandeliers. Tall palms were 
placed in the window recesses and in corners, 
and tropical plants of all kinds lined the cor- 
ridor running through the center of the house. 
The Jarge divan in the east room was orna- 
mented with a vase containing a large palm of 
differen thues. A part of the lower floor was illu- 
miinated by gas, but the sunlight was given fuil 
play in the cast room. The weather was 
bright, the sun shining ani coo], and in fact 
everything was most auspicious. 
The reception began at 11 o’clock, at which 
hour the receiving party descended the stairs 


© and tock their places in the blue parlor. As 


they appeared insight the M arine band, which 
was Siationed in the main hall, started “Hail 
to the Chief’ and continued play:ng it until 
the party had taken their position. A passage 
was then made for them through the crowd 
that had already gathered inthe house, They 
came in the following order:

Colonel Wilson and Lieutenant Dnval] then 
took places near the president and Mrs. Cleve- 
land and introduced all who followed. 

ot he justices ofvhe supreme court, headed 
by Chief J ustice Fuller, came first, and were 
followed in rapid succession by justices of the 
court of claims and the judiciary of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Nearly all the judges were 
in attendance, the principal absentee being 
Justice Matthews, who is still confined to lis 
residence by ill health. 

The next feature of the reception, the army 
and navy, was probably the most interesting 
of all. The army officers were first 
presented, The recent affliction in 
the family of Major-General Schofield, com- 
manding the army prevented his presence and 
the line was headed b Brigadier-General Hag- 
ner (retired) and Brigadier-General Benet. 
chief of ordnance, senior ranking officers in 
the city. Nearly all the officers stationed in 
this vicinity were present and, of course, al] 
were in full uniform. Among these in line 
were Generals Drum, Kelton, Maclec! y; 
Baird, MeKeeve and many younger officers 
who have made records in campaigns against 
the Indians. 

The column of naval officers was headed by 
Admiral Porter and Rear Admiral Jovett, 
Kear Admiral [ussell and Commodores 
W alker, Sicard, Melville, Colonel MoCawiey, 
occupied places near the head of the Tine. 

Senators and representatives were assigned 
paces ahead of the army and navy, but -they 
Were neariy all late and took places wherever 
most convenient. They were less in number 
than usual, Amo them were Senators 
Daniel, Cockrell, Cal, Paddock, Payne. Mor- 
ril, Walthall, Sherman, Palmer, Manderson, 
Dawes and Teller; and Representatives Bur- 
rows, Johnson, Kilgore, Payson, Herbert, 
Wilkins, Jackson, Mills, Cannon, Thompson 
of California, Wheeler, Cowles, Bacon, Man- 
sur, Godes, Ketcham, Farguhar, Lyman, 
Lodge, Lowden, Thompson of Ohio, Martin, 
Baker, Kiyan, Morrow and  Cutcheon. 

The congressional delegation was followed 
closely by commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia, officers of the Smithsonian institution, 
and of all the executive departments. Among 
these walked Assistant Secretary Thompson, 
Maynard, General Stevenson, General Knott 
Assistant Secretaries Rives and Adee, Solici- 
torGeneral Jenks Gallaudet, Librarian Spof- 
ford and Commissioners Cooley, Bragg and 
Schoonmaker, of the inter-state commerce 
commission. 

The close of the official line was composed of 
yeterans of the war of 1846, the Grand Army 
of the Republic and members of the Oldest In- 
habitant’s association. So far the reception 
had occupied.over an hour and a half, and the 
president and Mrs. Cleveland had kept up a 
constant handshaking. 

The reception was, however, about half over. 
At 12:00 o’clock the outer doors were thrown 
open and the general publi¢ was admitted. 
The first comers of this vast crowd had taken 
places at outer gates before 10 o’clock. ‘The 
beautiful weather drew many people, and it is 
thought that the attendance was larger than on 
any similar occasion during the present adwmin- 
istration. The line formed at the western gate, 
three or four deep, and stretched lundreds of 
yards away past the treasury building aud 
down Fifteenth street. 

The reception closed at 2 o’clock, and a few 
guests invited by the president joined the re- 
ceiving party in a light lunch served in the 
upper corridor, 

The president wore a black Prince Albert 
suit with black tie. Mrs. Cleveland wore a 
beautiful robe of pale pink faille, made with 
round train, corsage rounded at the top and 
short sleeves. The front of the skirt was 
draped in a silyer embroidered net that had a 
fringe of bugles at the foot. On either side 
were plain panels of soft French gray silk ina 
pattern of rosebuds in silver. The block of 
panels was cdged with heavy Russian fur that 
commenced at the waistline and continued 
around a pink train. The back of the dress 
was princess shaped with folds on the waist, 
fastened with pearl embroidery. The front 
was jacket-shaped and rounded and fell over a 
full vest of pink silk, draped with white net. 
The sieeves of pink were short puffs, edged on 
the arm with pearl bands. The low body was 
edged with heavy fur. She wore a diamond 
necklace and diamond star in her hair, that 
wis dressed in loops on topof her head. Her 
gioves were soft pearl color, with the fingers 
of the right paid turned back, leaving her 
hand free to grasp the hands of those who 
passed in the pageant. 

Miss Bayard, who stood next, wore a short 
dress of blue brocade, with pointed body, back 
and front. Sprays of white lilac adorned the 
body, anda kirtle of gauze was draped about 
the upper part of the skirt. The sleeves were 
cuttothe elbows,and her hair was dressed 
high with a blue feather. 

Mrs, Pairehiia wore a trained dress of plaiu 
colored silk, body cut low and the train was of 
silk. The front was draped with frills of lace, 
and the petticoat was of dull white satin. 
Across the front of the low body was tied a 
fischu of lace, knotted at one side. 

Mrs. Whitney wore a superb gown of white 
brocade, made with a bodice and train. Down 
the front of the bodice and skirt were folds of 
yellow satin and gold embroidery. A high 
collar was fastened with a three-stone diamond 
pin. She wore a great diamond -star: in the 
goid embroidery of the bodice, and on the 
shoulder was a large ruby, set with diamonds.

AS THE NEW YEAR MAKES ITS BOW 


Destruction of One of the Largest Drug 
Warehouses in the Conntry — Difficult 
Work for the Firemen.

_&r. Louis, Mo., January 1.—The immense 
six-story brick building of the Richardson 
Drng company, on the northwest corner of 
Fourth street and Clark avenue was reduced 
to ruins in forty minutes after 2 o’clock this 
morning. The building fronted 120 feet on 
Fourth street and ran back on. Clark avenue 
200 feet to a Private alley and back of this was 
a three-story substantial brick warehouse used 
by the firm to store explosives and hichly com- 
bustible goods and oils.’ The building was 
builé im 1885 and was complete with all mod- 
erm improvements. The fire was discovered 
at 2:20 a.m. anda general alarm was turned 
in. So fierce was the fire that five minutes 
after the alarm was turned in, the buildings 


across the street were smoking and were about 


to burst into flames, 

Every few minutes a terrible explosion 
would detonate throughout the buildings, A 
graceful curl of fire many feet in height and 
diameter would leap high into the air and 
summon the revelling rioters of New Year’s 
night tothescene of destruction, when every 
pane of glass was out of the building. 

TONGUES OF FIRE LEAPED OUT 

and their heat made the uarrow street a shoel 
for the gallant firemen who toiled with burst- 
ing, burning hose to save the property. Their 
coats were smoked and their hands were blis- 
tered when exposed to the glare and many 
dropped the lines and sought the shade of an 
adjacent building. 

The entire six floors were filled with com- 
bustible goods, a great’ portion of.‘the stock 
being extremely inflammable. The first floor 
was occupied by the accounting departmedt, 
on which about two hundred bookkeepers, 
clerks and salesmen were employed, and_con- 
tained also some show goods, The second 
floor was given up to the sundries, of which 
an immense stock of costly goods was carried. 
On the third floor were paints and oils, and 
this story was also used for packing, The fire 
seemed to get early hold on the third floor and 
flowing oils, dripping through the first two 
stories, supplied the fountain of fire that 
played from the basement clear to the roof, 
defying all artificial efforts to check its costly 
flow. Notenough lines of hose could have 
been laid around the building to have saved it, 
so speedy was the spread of the fire; and a few 
firemen who for a minute on. two at a time, 
braved the awful heat, had but a dozen 
streams to combat half adozen acres of blaz- 
ing oil, molten iron and flowing glass. It 
was a 

MAGNIFICENT AND AWFUL SIGHT, 
from the first two minutes after its discovery 
until about three o’clock, when the building 
collapsed, and there was nothing more to burn. 

The Richardson drug company was the out- 
growth of a business founded forty years ago 
by James Richardson, it®. present president. 
Vice-President Joseph C. Richardson and 
Secretary James Richardson, Jr., are sons of 
the fourder of the house. Mr. John Moffatt, 
manager of the sundries department had a 
proprietary interest in the concern, as had one 
or two other attaches outside the Richardsons. 
The building was erected seyerai years ago at 
a cost of 8150,000. The corner was occupied 
for some time by a paint and oil firm before 
the Richardson Drug company moved up from 
North Second street. It was one of the 
largest wholesale drug houses in the country, 
and its druggists’ sundries department was the 
largest in the country. Buildings in close 
proximity to the fire were scenes of tremen- 
dous excitement. The Ehler house, a place at 
209 South Fourth street, occupied by boarders, 
vas the scene of a panic. The screams of 
frightened women and men rushing to and 
fro from room to rcom after their friends crea- 
ted much terror. Finally the firemen came to 
their assistance and all the occupants were 
safely rescued. Woess’ masquerade store, 
207 South Fourth street, was destroyed. At 
108 and 410 Clark avenue was a row of three- 
story brick boarding houses, whici: was alsoa 
scene of fright. The occupants had only time 
to escape. One scene of great excitement was 
in the livery stable of Scott & Lynch, at 413 
Elm street. which structure exiends south to 
Clark avenue and in the rear of the drug 
building. When the stable was suddenly 
lighted up from tho blaze of the burning 
building the horses became panic stricken, and 
when the men attempted to take them out the 
animals stood trembling with fear, and, as is 
characteristic of their nature, would not leave 
the fire. The men found it necessary to goad 
them on by beating them with stakes, shovels, 
whips and everything that was at hand. After 
much effort they were taken from the stable, 
and it was immediately occupied by firemen, 
who ran hose through to Clark avenue and 
thereby played several streams of water on 
the fire. 

At 2:50 o’clock the most exciting epoch of 
the fire occurred, when 

SEVERAL GREAT EXPLOSIONS OF BENZINE 
and other explosive drugs occurred, almost 
simultaneously with the falling and crashing 
of the southeast corner of the building and en- 
dangering the life of all. firemen on that por- 
tion of the work. The heavy cornice and 
coping stones on the top story began to crack 
on the wavering walls, and the firemen had 
only time to escape from the impending 
danger, when, with a sudden crash, that 
portion of the building fell, throwing burning 
fragments acress Clark avenue and setting fire 
to Miller’s bakery, a two-story brick, and ad- 
joining buildings on the southwest corner of 
Fourth street and Clark avenue, covering the 
entire intersection of streets with the flames 
and smoke. It was expected that a panic 
would occur in the Southern hotel, which is 
within almost a half square of the drug 
building, but the guests were quietly informed 
that there was no imminent danger, and 
ladies and gentlemen leisurely came down to 
the corridors and sidewal_s and to the 
windoews of their rooms to watcl: the scene. 

Air. Cliff Richardson, general manager of 
the concern, giyes the value of stock on band 
at about $675,000, and insurance at $650,000, 
placed _in H. W. Blossom’s agency, The 
buildings occupied were valued at about $200,- 
000. The origin of the fire is not yet known, 
but it was first seen on the ground floor of the 
Fourth strect front by Police Sergeant Wil- 
liam Young, who sounded an alarm at once. 

H. M. Biessom, who-placed the bulk of in- 
surance on the Richardson* Drug company’s 
stock, will not give out the figures until to- 
morrow. He statesit will be impossible to 
prepare the statements sooner. ‘the loss on 
stock is now estimated at $750,000, and on 
buildings, $150,000. The Imsurance on stock,

The Presbyterian Conference Committees 
to Be Here Next June. 

New York, January 1.—In the Presbyterian 
conference Rev. Joseph R. Wilson, of Clarks- 
ville, Tenn., joint chairman of the conference, 
presided. After long secret sessions, which 
have extended over a week, it is announced 
that nothing definine was done. The original 
object was to arrange for united mission work 
by branches in the north and south. 

“The various discussions,” said a prominent 
southern member, Rev. Mr. Hoge, of Rich- 
mond, Va., *‘took a wider range than was 
anticipated. The topics under consideration 
were of such importance that after spend- 
ing several days in their consideration it 
was deemed advisable by the joint committee 
to adjourn and hold a meeting at some future 
time and place. The adoption of this course 
was deemed necessary frem the fact that some 
of the members of the southern committee 
were obliged to return south to meet positive 
engagements, and in consequence were nnable 
to stay here longer. It was accordingly agreed 
to adjourn and hold auother meeting in At- 
lanta, Ga.,on April 24th next, and conelude 
the discussion there.” 

Members stated that the discussion had 
been of a most pleasant and harmonious char- 
acter. Most of the southern members while 
here were entertained at Park Avenue hotel, 
and express high appreciation of the kindness 
of the New York committee of arrangeinents. 
All theseuthern members, except Rev. Dr. M.

BROUGHT BACK TO JAII. 


One of the Bald Knobbers, Who Escaped 
From Ozark Jail, Retaken. 

OZARK, Mo.; January 1.—John Matthews, 
one of the condemned Bala Knobbers, who 
was released from jail hereafew nights ago, 
was brought back yesterday by James Collins, 
who captured him on the road three miles 
south of Ozark, Sunday night. He was almost 
exhausted by hunger and cold, having had but 
one meal since he left jail, and had become 
dazed and jost and was all broke up. He 
knows about his nephew, Wiley Matthews, 
but frombother sources it has been learned 
that he, in company with a number of friends, 
were seen Sunday, twenty miles from here, on 
their way to Taney county. It is not expected 
that he Will be retaktn very soon, ashe is a res- 
olute, défermined man and is evidently among 
friends who will shield him from the officers

im. 

Sheriff Johnson and his deputies have re- 
turned to town and perhaps will not go out 
again forsome days. A guard will be placed 
around the jaigfrom now until the Bald Knob- 
bers are finally disposed of. Jolin Matthews 
says he dees not know who released him and 
his companions from jail. All scattered in 
different directions,;when they got out. William 
Bedford, one of the railtoad car robbers, who 
left jail with Matthews, yoluntarily returned 
last evening, saying it was better to be in jail 
than to starve and freeze outside.

She 
had thirteen engines On board, was furnished 
with electrictights, and magnificent pumping 
apparatus and her staging and other labor 
Saving devices were all worked by steam. As 
commander, Captain Seathers has aremarkable 
record. He has been actively engaged in 
steamboating on the Mississippi river during 
the past fifty-two years except during the war, 
and says no passenger was ever injured or lost 
his life by casaulty on any steamer under his 
command,

| THE GREAT ECLIPSE 


WATCHED BY THOUSANDS OF PEO- 
PLE IN CALIFORNIA. 


THE VERY NARROW RIM OF LIGHT 


Which Eneircled the Dark Ball Like a Riug 
of Fire—The Observations 
Successful, 

SAN Francisco, January 1.—The conditions 
were generally favorable today, both in Cali- 
fornia and Nevada, for a clear observation of 
the total eclipse of the sun. In this city the 
eclipse was only partial, about eleven-twelfths 
of the sun’s surface being obscured. The 
weather was perfectly clear, and the eclipse 
was witnessed by a great number of persans. 
During the period of greatest obscurity, it be- 
came quite dark, and one star was plainly 
seen. No scientific observations were made in 
this city. Half of the totality in California 
was from fifty toone hundred miles north of 


San Francisco, and trains from this city this. 


morning conveyed a large number of people 
to the various pwints favorable for observation? 
The weather at Marysville was. very clear. 
The first contact was about 12:30. During the 
progress of the eclipse the weather became 
quite cool. 
: SEVERAL STREAKS OF LIGHTNING 
were observed during totality. Several expos- 
ures of wet and dry p'ates were made during 
totality, and views will be sent to Amherst 
college. Professor E. 8S. Holden, of Lick 
observatory, telegraphed to the Associated 
Press that the beginning of the eclipse was 
successfully observed at that point, and also 
the last.contact. Photographs were taken at 
Orrvilie, clouds obscuring the view of totality, 
but a good view was hadup to within a few 
minutes of that pexiod. The conditions were 
all favorable at St. Helena. The nearest ap- 
proach to totality was at 1:50, when the ob- 
servers noticed plainly with the naked eye 

A NARROW CIRCLE OF LIGHT 
on the northeasterly side of the suns disc, and 
in an instant the bright spot was transferred 
to the other side. The appearance of the en- 
tire valley in the shadowy light was weird. 
The party from Lick observatory, in charge of 
Professor J. E. Keeler, made a successful ob- 
servation at Bartlett springs. Professor Keeler 
telegraphs to the Associated Press that 

THE CORONA WAS BEAUTIFULLY DISTINCT, 
and that he saw remarkable changes in the 
length of the coronal lines. Professor Barnaet 
obtained nine photographs, Professor Hill 
photographed all contacts, and studied the 
structure of the inner corona. Professor 
Senschne made seven measures of light during 
the totality. 

HieLeENA, Montana, January 1.—The eclipse 
was observed favorabiy here this afternoon. 
The day was bright, cold and clear. It began 
about 2:15 and lasted an hour anda half. The 
sun was obscured, except one thin crescent at 
the top. It grew colder, and as dark as bright 
moonlight. Chickens went to roost, and 
lamps were lighted indoors. 

At Grass Valley, while the clouds obscured 

the sun a little during the period of totality, 
the stars and large planets were seeu with the 
naked eye. The corona and protuberance 
were a great sight. Lhe thermometer fell 
seven degrees between the first contact and 
totality. 
At Virginia City, Nev., the thermometer 
was 30° at the time of the first contact and 
dropped to 20° during the process of eclipse. 
Nineteen-twenticths of the sun’s surface was 
obscured at this point. The weather was per- 
fectly elear. 3 

A heavy fog prevailed at Truckee, Cal., in 
ihe Sierra Nevada mountains, and during the 
eclipse, it was necessary to use electric lights 
on the streets.

PESTH, January 1.—The liberal diet today 
waited upon Premier Tizza and offered him 
New Year congratulations. Finance Minister 
Lzparry, who acted as spokesman, referred to 
the service of Herr Tizza, and expressed con/fi- 
dence in him as a leader, assuring him of the 
full support of the party in his foreign policy. 
Herr Tizza, in his reply, said: 

In the foreign politica! situation the alliance of 
the central European powers oflers the most promi- 
nent guarantee of peace. History records various 
allianees, wWhicb, as a rule, were - only 
conciuded for the purposes of conquest 
aud expansion. Compared with such alliances, 
greater value must be attached toone which does 
not seek to conquer or destroy anything aiming to 
Secure peace in the interests of humanity and 
progress of nations. I may, without risk of disap- 
pointment, give expression to the hope that, with 
thisaluance, andin view of the fact that there is 
not a state in Europe absolutely desirous of war, we 
shall succeed in preserving, this year, the blessings 
of peece, and thus continue undis‘urbed in the work 
of progress. [Cheers. |

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NEW YEARS ABROAD 


The Emperor and Empress Altend Church— 
A Gift for Bismarck. ’ 

Beetin, January 1.—The emperor's re 
marks during the reichstag to-day were -with- 
Out special interest. He singled out four per- 
sons, passing before himi—Count Herbert 
Bismarck, Hen Von Wedell-Riesdorf, Count 
Von Schellendorf, Count Szechenyi, Austrian 
ambassador, and several others. speaking ® 
few words to each. The day's ceremonies 
were ushered in by trampeters blowing the 
reville ontside the palace chapel at 10 o'clock. 
Divine servicein the chapel was attended by 
theemperor and empress; Prinée and Princess 
Henry, of - Russia; Prince Albert, 
of Prussia; Prince George, of Saxony; 
Prince Leopold, of Bavara; Grand Duke an 
Grand Duchess of Baden; Grand Duke of 
Hesse; Duke and Duchess of Saxe, and 
brilliant array of generals commanding 
various corps. After service there was a gen- 
eral reception of the court and ministerial offi- 
cials, a long train defiling before the enrperor 
and empress. The ladies were in half mourn 
ing, wearing high necked dresses and bonnets, 
but no jewels. This reception was held in the 
white saloon of the Schloss, and was distinet 
from the special audience accorded to foreign 
ambassadors. At the latter reception the ome. 
peror is reported as having addressed each 
representative of the great powers with tlie 
same formular, expressing his desire for the 
continuance of cordial relations. 

Official tommunications issued this evenin 
state that the enaperor refrained from speci 
reference to the political situation. 

Bismarck’s attack of neuralgic gout is 
abated, but he is unable to fix a date for com- 
ing to Berlin. He will certainly not be able 
either to be present at the opening of the land- 
tag or participate in the cchanial debates in 
the reichstag. Minister Von Boetticher went 
to Friedrichsrusche to receive instructions re~ 
garding bnsiness in the landtag and the speech 
from the throne. 

The emperor and empress sent Bismarek a 
costly Christmas gift, the emperor, in a long 
autograph letter, expressing gratitude for Bis- 
marek’s services and hopes for his early re- 
cevery.

THE MAYORS LETTER. 


Chicago’s Mayor Writes a Letter of Instrue- 
tions to the Police. ? 

Cricaao, Januady 1.—The New Year was 
opened in Chicago by Mayor Roche grappling 
with the latest phase of the anarchist problem. 
The new development was the decision by a 
master in chancery, yesterday, that the an- 
archists, under the name of the Arbeiter Bund, 
had the right to hold their meetings, but de 
clining to recommend an injunction restrain- 
ing the police frominterfering with gatherings 
and suggesting that one might not properly be 
Lag wp by higher authority. The next move 

n the premises, it was generally expected, 
was an elaborate decision by Judge Tully on 
the report of Master Windes. Mayor Roche 
took time by the forelock by making the mas- 
ter’s report the text for a letter of instructions 
to the police department as follows: 

Mayor’s OFFICE, Chicago, January 1, 1889.—George 
W. Hubbard, superintendent of police—Dear Sir: 
After reading the report of Master in Chancey 
Windes in relation tothe holding of public me: f& 
ings, I instructed th. jeorporation counse: to conv y 
to the court the idea that if the court believes, 
under evidence, that the Arbeitur Bund has the 
legal and lawful right to hold public meetimgs, we 
wish the court to so declare, and if officers of the 
city have been exercising unusual authority, they 
should be so advised, as I or they do not wish to act 
illegally or deprive any person of ; 
rights, upon a mere technicality. 
not propose, under any circumstances, to deprive 
any class of citizens of constitutional nghts, but the 
police department must necessarily be governed by 
experience. Itisyour duty to inquire, if you le 
lieve a man is about to committ murder or burglary, 
or other criminal offense, and to take steps to pre~ 
vent such act, asthe public is notin possession of 
the information that thepolice department has, itis 
impossible fora community to determine what the 
real intention of anarchist organizations 
may be. The good order of _ the city 
an life and roperty are in your 
hands. We do not desire to again experience diffi- 
culties like those we have had in the past. We 
must not offer encouragement to such meetings and 
such proceedings as the supreme court of this state 
has said led up to the Haymarket riot,and it is to be 
hoped that the courts will draw tlre line in a defi- 
nite way, so that we may have instructions, and, if 
we have not sufficient authority under existing 
laws, the responsibility must rest with others, and 
not with us, All the departments of the city gov- 
ernment should act strictly in a with the 
law as laid down by the courts.

The esteemed New York Tribune has * 


* turned its attention from ‘‘The Peril of the 
WNation,’’ which has fretted and worried it 
considerably for several years, arid is now 

« permitting itself to be pestered with ‘Lhe 
Bane of the South.’’ It has an editorial on 
this subject in its Monday’s issue which we 

_ have read with some interest. | 

Whether our contemporary fell into con- 
fusion, or whether the wrong headline has 
been placed over the editorial, we do not 
know, but itis impossible to discover from 
the Tribune’s article what the Bane of the 
gouth is. Some mention is made of race 
troubles and agitations on that line, and 
a@ remark is quoted from a Richmond paper 
to the effect that the republican party ‘‘has 
mo moral right to exist in the southern 
states,’’ but the reader is left to select the 
Bane for himself and to draw his own con- 
clusions. 

We must enter a respectful protest, how- 
ever, when the Tribune says thatit hears a 
goo deal of race troubles in Georgia. 
Alert as our contemporary must be con- 
ceded to be, it cannot hear what is not to be 
heard. ‘There are no race troubles or agita- 

‘tions in Georgia, nor anything bordering on 
them, and we see no reason why the 
Tribune should feel called on to make such 
astatement. While it can do no harm, it 


can certainly do no good, and, with the 


opening of the new year, there are reasons 
why our contemporary, in. the interests of 
truth and justice, to say nothing of good 

' fellowship, should desire to keep its con- 
acience clear. 

Aa to the ‘‘moral right”? of the republi- 
can party to exist In the south, that.is a 
matter the Tribune would do well to avoid.

Manual Training in the Public Schools. 

The idea is gradually taking possession of 
the people that the public school system of 
this country, while it gives a very fair liter- 
ary education tothe young, is not altogether 
perfect. This idea, in the concrete, so far 
as it has developed in Georgia, is repre- 
sented by the state school of technology in 
this city, and by the supplemental training 
schools at the State university and at Emory 
college, 

The public school is good as far as it goes, 
but. a merely literary course, and by no 
means a perfect one, fails to fit the youth of 
the land to make their way in the world. 
The whole object and aim of the public 
school system is to fit the young people of 
the country for life—to aid in making them 
good citizens and useful members of the 
community. 

There is no better citizen than an indus- 
trious one—no better educated citizen thin 
the one who possesses at once the impulse 
of industry and the knowledge and skill 
necessary to direct it in the proper channel, 

This matter is attracting attention in all 
the large educational centers, and it may 
very properly be discussed here in Georgia, 
where the interest in public education is as 
large and as serious as it isin any part of 
the country.

Foreign Missions Attacked. 

America, Chicago’s great literary weekly, 
is in favor of spending the money raised by 
the churches for foreign missions in mis- 
sionary work at home. It even goes so far 
as to say that ‘‘not one cent should be ex- 
pended in supporting missionaries in their 
vain endeavors to convert a few scraggy 
heathens at the antipodes who become 
Christians for business purposes only.’’ 

This attack has of course brought the ad- 
vocates of foreign missions to the front with 
a reply, and they naturally make the point 
that America is hostile to religion. In re- 
sponse our bold contemporary quotes the 
following from Canon Taylor’s recent article 
in the Fortnightly Review, entitled ‘*The 
Great Missionary Failure;”’ 

Since, by the most recent estimates, the popula- 
lation of China is 882,(00,(00, of India 254,000,000, of 
Africa 206,000,000, of Japan 38,000 0.0, and of Ceylon, 
Persia, Afzhanistan. Corea and the Burmese Pen- 
insula 42,000,0000, it will be seen that the non-@hris- 
tian population of Asia and Africa is upward of 
920,000,006, so that the annual increase by excess of 
births over deaths must exceed 11,000,000. Dr. Mac- 
lean, the principal of a training college for mission- 
aries, estimates the actual increase of native Chris- 
tians due to missionary e torts at 60,000. If this es- 
timate is approxtmately vorrect, it would take the 
societies 183 years to overtake the increase of the 
non-Christian populatior in a single year, For 
every edidiilonal Christisy, we have every year 183 
heathens or Moslems, 

According to General Haig, the spokesman of 
the societies, the annual increase of native Protes- 
tant Christians in India due to labors of thirty-five 
societies is 19,311, and the increase of Roman Catho- 
lies is 21,272, or 40,583 in all. But forevery addi- 
tional Christian there ara about twelve additional 
Moslems and fifty-two additional heathens. It 
would take all the agencies put together sixty-four 
years to avertake the increase of the non-Christian 
people in a single year, 

China is, perhaps, the mast disheartening case. 
The population is reckoned at 382,000,000. The an- 
nual increase by the excess of births over deaths 
would be about 4,580,000. Last year the Church 
Missionary society baptized 167 adults. At this rate 
it would take the society 27,000 years to overtake 
the gain to heathenism in a single year, and if the 
population were stationary it would take more than 
1,680,000 years to convert the Chinese empire. 

So much for quantity, and sew what 1s the 
quality of the converts? Mr. Jchnston, the well 
known African traveler, who is Pritish vice consul 
in the Camerooons, says; ‘In maiy important dis- 
tricts, where the missionaries have been at work 
for twenty years, .0ey can scarcely number, in hon- 
est statistics, twenty sincere converts. In other 
parts, where large numbers of nominal Chris- 
tians exist, their religion js disercdited by number- 
ing among itsadheronts all the drunkards, liars, 
rogues and unclean livers in the colony. Inthe 
oldest of our west African possessions all the unre- 
pentant Magdalenes of the chief eity are professing 
Christians, and the most notorious one in the place 
boasts that she never missed going to church ona 
cummunion Sunday,’ 

All this is very discouraging, but the mis- 
Sionaries will reply that even if they suc- 
ceed in making only a few genuine con- 
versions their work should go on, and that 
its expense should not -be considered. 
Whether they are successful or not, they are 
not likely to pause in their werk of spread- 
ing the gospel in heathen lands. Still, it 
must ' admitted that Canon Taylor has 
said e.ough to dampen the ardor of the 
most enthusiastic believer in foreign mis- 
sions,

Lam glad to learn by the Mail and Express, 
ina very interesting article on writers, that Joseph 
Pulitzer makes $2,000 a day and is no longer a work- 
ing journalist; that Colonel Cockerill has a salary ot 
$15,000 a year andan interest in the World news- 
paper, and that Charles A. Dana’s income is $150,000 
ayear; but I must say «I was surprised to note 
that Blakely Hall, Julian Ralph, and “some thirty 
or forty others,’”’ known, it seems, to the members 
of the Press club, earn from $50 to $150 a week. My 
own impression is that those announcements are 
very wide ofthe fact.

The reopening of the discussion as to the 
real location of fanley’s birthplace starteda Star 
reporter on a humt for Welshmen resident in this 
citp. Half a doz 12em knew but little of the 
traditions which have attached themselves to Btan- 
ley’s birth, but at last one was found who bad 
some interesting information. ‘*Henry M. 
Stanley,” said he, “is a Welshman. I saw 
in yesterday’s Star,’ he continued, “that the 
people in England are again discussing the 
expiorer’s nationality, and, as I know some- 
thing of his boyhood, you are welcome 
to the facts. Stanley’s mother was a Ser- 
vant girl ina public house at Wrexham, in north 
Wales, and was, apparently, a very respectable 
woman, She was quiet and retiring in her disposi- 
tion, and was rather good-looking. Her name was 
Ann Rowlands. It was somewhat of a surprise 
when it became known that she had given birth to 
ason. She had never been conspicuously in any 
one’s company, and such an event was entirely 
unlooked for. The little lepsus would, however, 
have been soon forgotten and = forgiven if 
the name of the boy’s father bad only trans- 
pired, but that was never male public by the 
mother. She kept her’-secret and nursed 
her child. It was generally believed, however, 
(and I have often participated in the gossip over 
the matter), that the paternity belonged to a repu- 
table citizen named Rowland—a man of good fam- 
ily and well educated. A few meoenths after the 
birth of the child Rowlands moved away from 
Wrexham, and, it is said, went abroad; but before 
he left he supplied Ann Rowlands with a sum of 
money sufficiciently large to pay for the mainte- 
nance of the child for several years. When the 
boy was about five years old his mother was taken 
seriously ill; Ithink she had typhoid fever.

How he left the workhouse, came to 
this country and was adopted by Mr. Stanley are 
facts already well known and established, They 
are, however, no more indisputable than the fact 
that Henry M. Sianley was born in Wales, of Welsh 
parents, one of whom, at least, is known.”’

SHOT BY JESSE JAMES. 


THRILLING EXPERIENCE OF MR. 
ARTHUR C. McKNIGHT, 


Of Washington, D. C.—Vivid Reminiscences 
of the Time When as the “Boy Oratar’’— 
He Was Held Up and Robbed in Missouri. 


The presence of Mr, Arthur C, McKnight, 
the famous clocutionist, in the city recalls a 
most thrilling incident in his career, when, as 
the ‘“‘boy orator,” he won a national reputation. 

It is now about twenty-three years since he 
was almost shot to death by Jesse James, the 
great western highwayman of 


memory. . 

Since that fateful day in 1865 Mr. McKnight 
has been a partial invalid. 

He was born in Richmond, Va., about 58 years 
ago, and at a very early age showed his won- 
derful gift for speaking. This talent was sed- 
ulously cultivated, and during the war between 
the states the ‘‘American Boy Orator”’ made a 
successful tour of Great Britain. ee 

He appeared before Queen Victoria, who 
was so charmed with his speaking that she 
presented him with a diamond cross valued at 

; * aa 

Returning to this country in 1865 he met 
with a most flattering reception in New York, 
and at once he began a tour including the prin- 
cipal cities of the north and west, 

When young McKnight appéared in St. 
Louis, the !cvzislasure, then in session at Jefler- 
son, the state capital, learned thet he was soon 
to visit Kansas City and invited him to give 
them an exhibitien ef lis remarkable powers. 

After the final oration in the legislative 
hall the young orator and his party were given 
areception at the gubernatorial mansion by 
Governor Fletcher and lady. Here they met 
a number of the most prominent citizens of 
the commonwealth. 

Mrs. Fletcher and other prominent society 
ladies at Jefferson had read in the St. Louis 
papers glowing accounts of the rich and 
costly gifts presented to the young orator in 
Europe and displayed in the windowof a 
leading jeweler in St. Louis. They were spe- 
cially anxious to see the diamond cross pre- 
sented to him. by Queen Victoria, 
and through one of the assemiblymen 
requested Mr. McKnight’s agent to bring 
the cross and a jeweled monogram pre- 
sented by the American society of Paris to the 
reception. 

“These valuable presents had not been dis- 
played at Jefferson, because Missouri had been 
infested with robbers and renegades during the 
war, andit was feared that some of these 
bandits might be lurking in the vicinity of 
Jefférson, 

The request, however, preferred in such 
manner, could not be treated lightly, ani Mr, 
Hathaway, the agent, carried the jewels to the 
reception, where they were exhibited to 
the distinguished guests. Next day the papers 
published at the capital contained elaborate 
descriptions of the souvenirs. These accounts 
attracted the attention of a celebrated Mis- 
souri guerrilla, who took the same train which 
drew the boy orator and his party towadr 
Kansas City.

“That’s what we are after, and if we don’t 
get it, we'll take blood,” snarled one of the 
gang, while the leader was turning over a roll 
of greenbacks which Hathaway had handed 
hitn, ‘“‘by request,’’ the proceeds of the ‘boy ora- 
tor’s’ entertainments at St. Louis and Jeffer- 
son City. 

Four fine gould watches—one valued a3 $750 
—a S600 sealskin overcoat, several. diamond 
shirt buttons, and three handsome diamond 
rings, together with nearly $3,000 in money 
had been taken from the luckless party and 
still the bandits talked of **blood.”’ 

Fearing that the threat of the leader would 
be carried out the ‘‘boy orator’ went up to his 
agent and said: 

‘Mr. Hathaway, we must give it up, or we 
will all be murdered, and then of what use 
will the cross or anything else\be ?”’ 

Meanwhile the rebbers had been engaged in 
rifling the trunks of the party of their vyalu- 
ables. Failing to find the diamond cross, the 
leader, with murder in his cye, turned to the 
Victims and said: | i 

‘Well, I believe yet that some of you have 
got that cross, and if it’s not handed over ina 
iniguty few minutes we’ll hunt for it over your 
dead bodies.”’ 

Mr. Hathaway immediately replied: 

“TT certainly thought you would feel well 
paid for your trouble in overhauling us, and 
naturally enough seught to retain——’”’ 

“There; that’ll do; hand it over without 
any inore lip, or JV’ll make daylight shine 
through you anyhow,” yeHed the leader. 

Hathaway walked to his iron-bound trunk, 
unfaatened the hidden springs and lifted out 
the false bottom, exposing the tray with its 
nineteen jeweled emblems, including the 
coveted cross. 

The highwayman took every article. 

An album of exquisite workmanship, a 
present from a noted literateur of Paris, con- 
taining J00 photographs,attracted his attention 
and he took that from-the boy’s trunk with

SPECIAL WEATHER BULLETIN 


For the Month of December—Wheat in 
Need of Moisture. 
WASHINGTON, January 1.—December of 
1888 has been slightly warmer than usual 
throughont the northern states, Missouri, the 
northern portions of Texas and Arkansas, vnd 
on the Pacific coast; it has been: slightly 
colder than usual in the southern states. The 
atest departure from the normal occurred 
n Florida, Georgia and South Carolina, where 
the mean temperature for the month ranged 
from three to five below norma), andin the 
Missouri valley, Minnesota and Dakota, 
where it was from five to nine above normal. 
Theline of killing frost has extended south- 
ward over the northern portion of Florida, the 
first killing frost being reported from Jackson- 
ville and € Yedar Keys on December 21st. 
Less than the usual amount of rain fell over 
A great portion of the central valleys and the 
southern states during the month. Slight ex- 
cesses were reported in Iowa, Wisconsin, New 
England. and in portions of Virginia, Georgia 
and Texas. Large excesses were reported in 
southern California and slight excesses in 
northern California; While on the north Pacific 
coast only about two-thirds of the usual 
amount of rainfall was reported. In Tennes- 
see and the Ohio valley only one-fourth to 
one-half of the usual amount of rain fell. 
During the month the weather las been un- 
favorable in the winter wheat section, owing 
to the small amount of rain and snow. At the 
close of the year the entire winter wheat sec- 
tion was in need of moisture and bare, except 
in northern lowa, where the ground was coyv- 
exed with six inches of snow. F..™m six to 
tweive inches of snow was re ported on the 
gtound atthe end of the month in Wisconsin 
and northern Michigan, and from one to two 
juches in Minnesota and Dakota.
